CHICAGO, Oct. 16.—After their re⸗ 
union in Chicago with their parents Sat- 
urday Grace and Tomasso Viviano, kid- 
naped from St. Louis and held for $25,- 
000 ransom, said that a woman and 4 
man had kept them prisoner in the base- 
ment of a frame house in the Italian 
quarter of Chicago. ‘Tomasso thinks he 
can. point out the house. 

‘We were with Sam and ‘mama,’” 
said the boy. ‘‘They would never let me 
go out and play. ‘Mama’ took us out in 
the street. the other night and left us 
by ourselves. 

Every effort is being made to estab- 
lish the idéntity of the woman who 
taught the children to call her, ““Mam- 
ma” while she was holding them for 
ransom. . 

That’ the. Sam mentioned by Tomasso 
is Sam Turrisi the police of St. Louis 
and Chicago have no doubt. 

The meeting of the children with their 
tather was intensely affecting. 

The two Pietro Vivianos, cousins, ar- 
rived at the Passavant Ifospital at 
dawn. They were ushered into che re- 
ception room on the first floor. When 
a ‘nurse entered carrying little Grace 
wrapped in a hospita: blanket the chiid’s 
father rushed forward. 

He took Grace in his arms and all but 
smothered her with kisses. A hundred 
times his Ups touched her hair, her 
cheeks, her eyes, as he muttered pray- 
ers of thanksgiving for the restoration 
of his little one. 

When Grace first caught sight of her 
father, she cried ‘‘Papa’” and threw her 
arms about his neck: 

While he fondled Her she Jaid her. trea 
head on ‘his: #houlder and‘ amtled 

Tomasso was ‘led Vite” the room, and 
the scene of joy was repeated.. The boy 
tlirew- himself into his father's arms, 
and they kissed each other —* and 
again. 

After the reunion an effort was ‘enelag 
to obtain from Tomassg an account of 
his wanderings. Though he talked free- 
ly to his father he-could only say that 
he had ridden on a train, and that then 
he had been kept in a house all the time. 

“Joe went away this morning,’’ he 
said. ‘Joe was the man who kept me 
in the house.’’ 

Benedetto Marghesi, cousin of Sam 
Turrisi and reputed member of the kid- 
naping gang, was known in St. Louls 
as Joe Benedetto. It has been believed 
all along that he was Turrisi’s chief 
lieutenant in the plot. 

The parents are anxious to start back 
to St. Louis with the children Satur- 
day night, but Capt. Schoppe is endeay- 
oring to induce them to leave Tomasso 
to ald him'in the search for the kid- 
napers. 





Chief Creecy Saturday 
statement that he believes yew ate 
of the children will be quickly followed 
by the capture of the kidnapers. 

I cannot disclose ail the information 
which has come to me,” he said, “but 
it is so satisfactory that I believe the 
kidnapers will be in custody in a very 
short time—within two days at most— 
and I am expecting to hear any minute 
that they have all been rounded up. 

Did Detective’s Work, 

“Two weeks ago Capt. Schoppe, after 
obtaining a 12-days’ furlough, went to 
Chicago with Patrolman Tomasso. The 
Captain followed clews which convinced 
him that the kidnapers were in Chi- 
cago. At the end of his furlough he 
returned and made a report to me so 
detailed and so strong that I supplied 
him with money from the secret service 
fund and assigned him to go back to 
Chicago on detached service. He went 
there Wednesday, taking with him 
Sergt. Andreveno. 

“The reason he remained in Chicago 
after the finding of the children “must 
have been that he knows the kidnapers 
are ‘still there. If that were not so he 
would now be on his way to Pittsburg. 
He reported to me a short time before 
the children were found, that he had 
information that the conspirators would 
go to Pittsburg if they could find a way 
of escape from Chicago. 

“He was given a free hand and was 
instructed to follow them to Pittsburg 
or wherever else they might go. 

“Fear that the kidnapers might harm 
the’ children if the police closed in on 
them too sdon has heretofore prevented 
their arrest. Now that the children are 
in safé hands their kidnapers can be 
brought to justice.” 

Turrisi’s Motive Shown. 

Father Caesar Spigardi, pastor of the 
Italian Catholic Church of St. Louis, 
and spiritual adviser of the Vivianos, 
Saturday gave to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter a hitherto unpublished chapter 
of the kidnaping story, which goes a 
long way in explaining the belief of 
the police that Sam Turrisi, the last per- 
son seen with the children when they 
left their home, Was the leader in the 
plot to hold them for ransom. 

It suggests the motive which Turrisi 
might have had to extort money from 
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The picture ——— Tomasso 
and Grace Viviano seated together 
in a chair was taken in the Chi, 
cago Avenue, Police Station Fri- 
day evening after the children 
were found in Chicago.

He was married 
eignt years ago. Mrs. ‘Eldridge was 38 
at the time of her death. Eldridge lost 
his sight from injuries suffered durin; 
the Civil War, in which he served as a 
private in an Indiana volunteer regi- 
ment. He receives a pension of $8 per 
month, 

Reports Loss ef $1100.. 

Eldridge reported ta the police Frida) 
that. when his wife was removed from 
their room at 1422 Washington avenue 
last Wednesday and taken to the City 
Hospital, she bad $900 pinned in her un- 
der garmerts. He also showed them a 
purse Which he thought contained $200 
hut it was filled with paper similar to 
qurrency. 

Mrs. Eldridge died at 1:30 a. m. Thurs- 
day of tuberculosis, having been in a dy- 
ing condition when taken to .the insti- 
tution. He clothing was burned afte) 
her death, and the hospital attendants 
say that no money was found. 

The sale of a house and lot in Indian- 
apolis last January netted Eldridge $900. 
Several years before he lost $600 in a 
hank failure and he feared to place his 
money in a bank. He says he gave the

‘money to his wife, who talked of placing 
it-in a bank at Marion, Ind. Hetook the 


money. from her and carried it himself 
they arrived in St..Lowis six 


Seven weeks ago, when they moved to 


and cashed a $10 money order. This he 
placed in a wallet he carried with $100 
he had not given his wife and from 
this paid their meager expenses. 

After Mrs. Eldridge was taken to the 
hospital Eldridge handed hig/ wallet to 
his landlady, Mrs. Lizzie Sweitser, and 
told her to take from it $2 for a week’s 
room rent. It was then discovered that 
the wallet contained only paper. El- 
dridge was penniless. 

When Eldridge applied to Ambruster 
for relief he asked that he be removed 
to a hospital, as he felt that he had 
been ‘“‘doped.’’

Said to Have Followed Actress 
Across Continent Before 
Ending Life to Avoid Arrest 


CHICAGO, Oct. 16—That Lamar A. 
Harris, Los ‘Angeles attorney, who at- 
tempted to rob a vank at Highland 
Park and killed himserf when escape: 
was cut off, may have taken the des- 
perate chance of life and death to repay 
a loan of $2000 from Mrs. Ernestine 
Wolf of New York and Los Angeles, is 
@ new theory of the police. Mrs. Wolf, 
who is the widow of Daniel L. Wolf, 
after positively identifying Harris’ 
body in the undertaking rooms at High- 
land Park, branded the bandit as an 
embezzier and produced papers purport- 
ing to show the communication which 
passed between them in her effort to 
collect the money. 

According to her story, Harris was in 
a’desperate |frame of mind when he 
visited her at her residence, 246 West 
Forty-fourth street, three weeks ago 
and promised to reimburse her at al 
hazards. She says his visit followed 
one of hers to the coast, when, she says, 
“she intended to finish him.” 

Had Stormy Interviews. 

She asserts they had several stormy 
interviews about the money, and that 
when she showed him he was guilty of 
a penitentiary offense he compromised 
on a $1500 debt by giving her a note 
for $2000, which was to bear 10 per cent 
interest. 

Harris became madly infatuated with 
Minnie Harrington, known as “The Gir! 
in Blue,” a vaudeville actress, and fol- 
lowed her from the Pacific Coast to 
Chicago, according to Joseph Leighton, 
a vaudeville actor. 

‘‘Wee lived in Los Angeles about six 
years,” said Mrs. Wolf, “but soon after 
the death of my husband, who was a 
produce broker, I-moved to New York 
with my child and I earned a livell- 
hood by writing songs. Harris had beet 
my husband's attorney, and naturally 
I turned to him when @ question was 
raised over his insurarice money. 

Threatened to Make Trouble. 

“My husband died suddenly, and 
that was the reason the insurance coin- 
panies didn’t want to settle. Harris 
collected ‘all told about $10,000 for me 
and held out $1500.” Because of the 
trouble and expense I was put to an’ 
for the reason that I threatened to 
make him. trouble,/ he compromised by 
giving me the note for $2000, with 10 
per cent interest.” 

Harris spent several days in New 
York preceding the Westérn trip whicr 
ended at Highland Park. He registered 
at a New York hotel as L. Harrison 
of San Francisco, and when he left 
New York after a week’s stay, he used 
the same name in Washington. To 
some California friends wham he acci- 
dentally met here Harris said he was 
in New York on a business trip and 
expected secon to return to his home in 
Los Angeles.

Device Invented by Chicago 
Man Holds Intestines During 
Healing Process. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 16—For correctly 
performing an abdominal operation Dr. 
D. N. Elsendrath is asked to pay $25,000 
to his patient, Mrs. Vendela Olson. 

It all hinges on a “Murphy button.’ 
The little appliance, .which was invent- 
ed by Dr. John B. Murphy of Chicago, 
and is recognized by all authorities to 
haye revolutionized xodominal surgery, 
is causing Mrs. Olson and her lawyer, 
L. H. Saltiel, more worry than stitch- 
ing the real article on a double row 
directoire would cause the attorney 
alone. 

The button was used in an operation 
on Mrs. Olson and not removed. 

Just how she discovered that the but- 
ton was not removed the files in the 
damage suit which was entered in the 
Superior Court do not reveal.

Pisa, one of the architectural wonders 
of Italy, bas been wrecked and burned 
by a mob infuriated’ by Ferrer’s fate. 
The priests were maltreated, one being 
killed. 


The famous Cathedral of Pisa, of 
which the Leaning Tower of Pisa was a 
part having formerly been the belfry, 
was designed by Boschetto and Rinaldo, 


famous Itallan architects. It was be- 
gun in 1063 and was not completed until 
1118. Im the centuries that remained 
Pisa was the scene of many violent 
wars and much bloodshed. 

The design of the cathedral was that 
of a plain Latin cross with an externa! 
length of 311% feet and a breadth of 252 
feet, the nave 102- feet high, was sup- 
ported by marble arches. Externally 
the cathedral had a magnificent facade 
of four superimposed rows of pilasters 
and arches and fine bronze doors by 
Giovanni da Balogna and others. 

Near the cathedral stands the round 
campile, the leaning tower, which is a 
fine specimen of Romanesque architec- 
ture. The tower 183 feet high and,

REVOLUTION IN NICARAGUA IS 
REPORTED SPREADING RAPIDLY 


Exiles Are Said to Be Marching to 
Join Insurgents and Busi- 


ness Stops. 

BLUEFIELDS, Nicaragua, Oct. 16.— 
The revolutionary movement is reported 
to be spreading rapidly in Nicaragua. 
Thousands of people are flocking. to the 
standard of Gen. Estrada and the revo- 
lutionary leaders now have a formidable 
army.
